DRAFT FIXTURE 

Nearly two decades after the end of 
World war Ilf th e military draft law has 

yeara. I t still applies to young men* bc- 
"'twc^!Irthr^[ffcs^Jf-18^,V^lnd-26rnlnking- 
them subject to two years of military 
service. 

• . The draft exists because not enough 
men are willing to serve voluntarily. Per- 
haps the regimentation Is e n o u g h to 
-.maketmaoy^yoyng-nieD avoid the aerv- 
ices, yet strangely enough, the armed 
forces present a rare opportimlty for the 
' young man who neglected to get a'com- 
, plete education and never acquired any 
particular skills. In the service, he can 
complete his education and acquire any. 
of a variety of skills. - 

These opportunities, coupled with bene- 
fits and retirement rules, combine to 
offer an unusual opportunity to those 
who can make up their minns to spend 
20 or SO years Iti the aervlcc. 

.There Is virtually no similar possibility 
In any other field.' Certainly private In- 
dustry has no place for a poorly-educated 
person of no particular skills, with full 
reitiremont offered, after 30 years of 
B()rvice. If a man were m inclined, ho 
could enlist in n branch of the service, 
complete his education, learn one or so^v- 
oral skills and still retire at full pension 
before the. ago of 60. 
. presumably the possibility Is well- 
known, 60 the only conclusl oiLPQaatbleJa.

The concept of political equality advanced an- 
other long step forward yestcrdsy when the su- 
preme court' upsit □eorgia's county unit syctem 
In a sweeping opinion. In the nomlnaUon of 
candidates, at least, the court laid down a flat 
and ' unml5tattablo"prmcip1e=^"one~person,' bne 
vote." Though Justice Douglas, In the majorltx 
opinion, warned that the decision In this cue 
has no bearing on the apportionment issues still 
before tho court, It certainly carries . American 
law significantly further along the road to great- 
er equality at the polls. 

To our way of thinking, the logic of tlio ma- 
jority is conclusive. Indeed, only Justice Harlan 
dissented. The otlier eight members of Uie court 
could find no semblance cf "equal protection of 
the law" In Qcorgla's outrageous discrimination 
against urban volers, Tho vice of -tho countv unit 
system, which was used for the nomination of 
candidates for United atntes senator, 'lovernor 
and various other stale offices, Is well lllustrntrd 
by the fi^cfr that It gave one resident In Echols 
counly the same Inlluence upon the iiomlnatlim 
of candidates that 11 gave to mldonts ol Ful- 
ton counly, This Is not democracy or represonln- 
tlvo government but the reverse. It Is true that 
Geortila revised llio>syilem when it came under 
shnn> attack, but some ot tho taint of Invidious 
discrimination remained, 

Jusllco Doujtlas noted tlist If the slate law 
gave grenter welnlit to while votes than to Negro
